The practical consolidation of the Wabash 
Pacific with the Missouri Pacific is a significant

We take it for granted that all desire 
to see the railroads succeed, and any State 
legislation which would prevent the success- 
ful management of the roads in this State 
would be an injury both to the corporations 
and to the Commonwealth. Yet here is a 


four rich and. growing States, which no man- 
agement has been able to make a success of, 
simply because, big as it is, it is not big 
enough to hold its own in its location 
against the rivalry of larger and better 
equipped corporations, and there was 
absolutely no choice between merging 
it practically into the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem or running it into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. The tremendous aggregation of cap- 
ital, talent, experience, good will and re- 
sources of all kinds which was deemed so 
potent as to endanger the State is so impo- 
tent, so helpless that it can not even exist in 
that vast competition of interests amid 
which its lot is cast. Andthe only way in 
which itcan be made safe, solvent, well- 
equipped business corporation, profitable to 
its owners and helpful to the public, is by a 
combination which sets at naught the State 
Constitution and overthrows the safe- 
guards of public authority.

Cigar Importation, 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—The figures fur- 
nished the State department by Adam 
Badeau, Grant’s historian, now Consul-Gen- 
eral to Cuba, regarding the quantity and value 
of cigars sent from Havana to the United 
States show a remarkable shortage in values 
of cigars on the short trip from Cuba to the 
United States. According to Mr. Badean’s 
report $3,321,729 worth of cigars shipped 
from Havana tothe United States during 
the year ending September 30, 1882. Exam- 
ination of the figures of the Customs Bureau 
for the year ending June 30, 1882, practically 
the same period, shows the value of the 
cigars imported into the country from the 
Whole mercantile world that y-ar to be less 
than the reported Havana contributions, 
while the value of those from all of 
Cuba, including, of course, Havana, is put 
down at nearly a half million dollars less 
than the figures of Badeau. Whether arti- 
cles imported are thus systematically valued 
at twenty per cent less than their cost, in 
assessing a tariff, or whether a half million 
dollars’ worth of cigars are annually smug- 
gled into the country from Cuba, is a ques- 


tion which might be worthy the 
attention of the Customs officials. 
The customs revenue now amounts to 
about 2,000,000 a year, If this 


be taken asa measureof lossan customs 
justly due under the laws, it would indicate 
a loss of $50,000,000 a year, either by under- 
valuation or smuggling. 

Speaking of the importations of foreign 
cigars leads to the remark that the importa- 
tion of foreign tobacco and cigars last year 
was nearly 50 percent more than at any 
time since 1873. _ The total was about $10,- 
000,000. Happily, however, the export of

American tobacco was more than double that 
sum and has been so for many years.

TWO DUELS. ~- 
Se 
A Few Reminiscences of the 
Brown-Reynolds Encounter. 


How an Editor’s Wit Averted Bloodshed Be- 
tween Two Men, 


The very slight tinge of blood in the wind 


residents discussing the duello of ante-bellum 
days in St. Louis. Uptothe time of the 
Gratz Brown-Reynolds duel, the code was 
frequently resorted to, and pistols were the 
arbiters of many a trifling quarrel. The 
favorite field of honor was the willow- 
covered, sandy island now the most sub- 
stantial part of East St. Louis, which is to 
this day known as “Bloody Island.” After 
hastily passing over the sanguinary strug- 
gles and fatal meetings held on that historic 
spot, one of the party, with a preliminary 
laugh, told the story of the duel 
between B. Gratz Brown and Thomas C. 
Reynolds, both of whom survived the en- 
counter to fill important public trusts. It 
was back in 1856 or 1857, and Brown and 
Reynolds had engaged in a bitter altercation 
in the courts, which was followed up bya 
bristling correspondence in the newspapers. 
Brown seemed to have a little the best of it 
in wielding the pen, and he finally goaded 
Reynolds to the point of sending him a chal- 
lenge. Reynolds had for many years been 
very near-sighted, and could not see twenty 
paces at that time. Imagine the comments 
created when Brown accepted the chal- 


lenge and named i “rifles as the 
weapons and eighty paces as_ the 
distance. This was manifestiy unfair to 


Reynolds, and Frank P. Blair, who was his 
second, went to Brown to indignantly pro- 
test against the terms. Brown declined to 
make any change, whereupon Blair notified 
his principal that as a man of honor he was 
nut bound to pay any attention to an accept- 
ance of a challenge so palpably unfair. The 
quarrel was then renewed in the newspapers 
and amemorable interchange of stilted per- 
sonalitles followed, which resulted finally in 
Brown challenging Reynolds... The latter 
promptly accepted, and named pistols at ten 

aces as the “terms of the duel. 

erd 3B. Kennett, Sr., now deceas- 
ed, was chosen by Brown as his sec- 
ond, and David H. Armstrong was selected 
by Reynolds. One day Mr. Armstrong 
dropped info the then celebrated pistol gal- 
lery kept by Capt. Paul, the famous dead 
shot, of whom it is related that he would 
start a barrel rolling down an incline and 
fire seven consecutive shots from a revolver 
into the barrel through the bung-holg as it 
came into sight, and there found Mr. “Reyn- 
olds practicing upon “the man-target.”” It 
presented the surface of a man of ordinary 
size and the bell was rung by striking a point 
supposed to be directly over tbe heart. 


Unobserved Mr. Armstrong stood 
behind Mr. Reynolds and ob- 
served that each time he fired he 


struck the figure below the knee on one of the 
legs. ‘“‘Here, here, this won’t do,” said Mr. 
Armstrong, “‘I am not going out in the fi eld 
to see aman murdered. You must do bet- 
ter than that, or I will withdraw from the 
affair.”” With that beaming kindness which 
has always characterized Mr. Reynolds, he 
replied, ‘‘I do not want to kill Brown, but I 
intend to shoot him in the leg and Jame him, 
so that he will not forget the occasion.” 
Mr. Armstrong was as good as his word, and 
declined to act further in the affair. The 
duel came off, however, on an island in the 
Mississippi River, opposite Kennett Castle in 
Jefferson county, Mr. Reynolds was shot 
through his hat, but Mr. Reynolds carried 
out his intention, and shot Mr. Brown in the 
leg, and to this day, although years have 
elapsed, the ex-Governor walks with a per- 
ceptible limp. Shortly after this a new Con- 
stitution was framed for the State of Mis- 
souri, and in it was inserted a clause perpet- 
ually disfranchising any person who shail en- 
gage in any duel, or in any way aid or abet 
the same by carrying the challenge, or acting 
as second, or in any capacity. The present 
Constitution has the same proyision. 
ONE THAT DID NOT COME OFF. 

The reminiscence related above recalled 
a most amusing recollection of 
aduel that did not come off. McCullagh 
was at the time managing editor of the 
Democrat, owned by Geo. W. Fishback, The 
paper was fighting the Globe, and in a caus- 
tic paragraph the editor one day referred to 
ex-Goy. Reynolds as ‘‘a rooster.” Mr, Fish- 
back was seated in his office the next day, 
when he received a notefrom the irate sub- 
ject of the paragraph, setting out that the 
term applied was opprobrious, and closing 
in the manner peculiar to the 
code, as practiced in South Carolina, 
announcing that a further communication 
might be expected on the following day. 
Fishback ran up to Mr. McCullagh, and 
showing the letter asked, ‘‘What in —— does 
this mean?” 

McCuilagh atonce denied the import of 
the preliminary note, and said, “it means 
that Reynolds is aggrieved, that he will 
challenge you to-morrow, and you must eith- 
er fight or run away.” 

“Now look here, Mac, I don’t want to fight 
anybody, Is there no way to get out of this 
thing?’ 

The editor, for the life o* him, could not see 
how thematter could be compromised, but 
the proprietor’s distress was so evident that 
at last he said thoughtfully: “We might try to 
engage him in a philological «liscussion as to 
the term ‘rooster,’ and panes | all parties 
that the term is really not opprobrious.

We have returned from Carlisle about 150 
pupils since we began our work. Two- 
thirds to three-fourths of these are exerting 
almost valuable influence on their tribes. 
Many of them are used by the agents in the 
schools and workshops and in the offices of 
the agency. We have an instauce of a young 
Sioux who, after three years at Carlisle, has 


so fitted himself in penmanship and know!l- 
edge of office duties as to «et a salary of 360 
a month as assistant clerk. 4 would, how- 
ever, revert tothe original idea, and that is 
the absorption of the Indians tn our popula- 
tion the same as _ that of all other races that 
come from foreign shores ~o us. We have 
upward of fifty millions of people and bat 
261,000 Indians, one Indian to every 200 of our 
race.”

“T have been a dealer in old furniture and 
art curiosities—bric-a-brac is what they call 
it now—for more than thirty years,’’ said a 
sexagenarian on the east side, “and have 
seen a great many sad changes, but what 
grieves me most is the present demoralization 
of taste in art matters, and the degradation 
of a large portion of our once respectabie 
business. eceptions in curiosities were 
often practised in the old days, but these, 
bad as they were, reacted upon the dealer 
ony. Buyers used to demand genuine work 
and pay forit. At present men buy imita- 
tations as such; poor, miserable, weak imi- 
tations turned out by the thousand, and try 
to cheat their friends with them. 

“A big, buriy fellow asked me boldly last 
week for some cheap furniture in Roman 
and Pompeiian forms. He said, ‘Such things 
give a fine tone, a flavor of antiquatedness to 
our homes.’ Merciful gracious, flavor of an- 
tiquatedness! Why. that horrible brute was 
brought up on a three-legged stool. Yet, 
while he was talking he showed symptoms 
of wanting to sitdown on that fine rococo 
dressing-table. My son was actually bullied 
into seliing him for 86 a Mary Queen of Scots

‘ou would be surprised, sir, at the number 
of the fools who come here to buy things 
which never existea outside of European 
palaces. But imitations often suit, if the 

rice is right. Here is a Venetian mirror. 

tis small, but genuine, and _ is very costly. 
Now, what makes a Venetian mirror valu- 
able is the enormous amount of hand labor 
bestowed in grinding its bevels. . They must 
be followed up through all their curves and 
arabesques, and finished with exquisite ac-‘, 
curacy in every part. But what do you 
think of attempting to imitate such lustrous 
prismatic crystals by means of vulgar, dingy 
pressed glass? Yet such artistic shams are 
turned out by the thousand. They are fancy 
giass mirrors, of course, but they lack abso- 
lutely the one particular quality to which 
the genuine article owes all its wondrous 
beauty. The thing is base, sir, utterly base, 

‘In delicate cabinet work the same frauds 
prevail. This bit of Delafosse’s handiwork 
is acasein point. The carving, you observe, 
is beautiful and is dene with a sure hand. 
Try to do the smallest part of that work on 
round surfaces and you will see what l 
mean. Well, this box is worth $100. You 
may get the so-called elegant imitations for 
$3 50. Itis all pressed wood work, glued up 
and stained. Its carvings are stamped inthe 
steaming mill. There seems to be a con- 
stant, feverish struggle to make everything 
resemble something Which it is not. 

“On, no, Lam not afraid of injuring trade 
by anything I may say upon this subject. 
When people are crazy after fashions of any 
kind no amourt of reason enters into» their 
calculations. The greater the deception the 
larger will be the Sales, If the fraud is 
known tothe purchaser he will not com- 
plain, provided the price is low and he 
thinks he can deceive his guests. In any 
event he gets the ‘flavor of antiquity’ for 
which he eraves. Only last year the Cabi- 
net Maker, an English journal, printed an 
advertisement offering for salea recipe for 
making Queen Anne turniture. It sold weil, 
judging from the quantities of the Queen's 
weak-legged chairs that are disp sed of. 
People must know that they are buying imi- 
tations. . 

‘In the matter of chairs, the recklessness 
of dealers is almost beyond belief. One of 
them sold a full set the other day—a full set, 
mind you—of Egyptian chairs, for a Fiith 
avenue dining-roon. Itreminds one of the 
man who bought the ‘Life vf Agricola’ in 
two volumes, when what we know of him 
wouldn’t make a common tract. In this case 
the goods were warranted genuine, and a 
high price was obtained. The set was of 
ebony throughout, yet the British Museum 
itself can boast of but six Egyptian chairs 
in all, and only one of them is of ebony, 
What were the imitations made of? Why. 
sir, of common beach wood. They boil it 
first in nitrate of iron, and then wash it with 
extract of logwood. That is the way to 
make real Egyptian ebony. 

“Am Ian undertaker? No, lam not; my 
yartner bought that thing. It is a genuine 
Fgyptian mumuy case, made in good old 
Connecticut. When I entered the classic 
shades of Hartford last year, and pursued 
my way through innocent-looking hamiets 
to Fairfield and Saybrook, in search of tail 
clocks and Puritanic cabinet work, 1 per- 
ceived that the old State was not free irom 
guile in the matter of furniture.

HACIENDA LIFE. - 


The Pleasures and Profits of Rural 
Life in Mexico. 


- 


A Picturesque Description of a Great Mexican 
Plantation. -

Hacienda or plantation | 
rural Mexico, where estates are 
mous extent, in some cases veritable princi- 
palities, upon which the owner rules with 
feudal sway over a dotile and industrious 
peasantry. In a recent book of travel, 
“Mexico To-day,” the author, Mr. Brockle- 
hurst, gives an interestiug account of his 
stay upon a hacienda belonging to the Tejira 
family, near Pulancingo. 

We spenta most delightful week with the 
Tejiras. Allthe family learned to talk Eng- 
lish, and we learned Spanish. Bishop and I 
were allowed to do sae as we liked, and 
were only expected to present ourselves at 
meal times. If we wanted to inspect the 
farm or farming op®rations, Senor Tejira, 
or one of the gentlemen, placed himself at 
our service. orses were prepared for us 
whenever we wanted to ride, or we were al 
lowed to sketch unmolested, or to lounge the 
afternoon away on the hill at the back of the 
house’ 


generally spent an hour in the office, while 
the reports of the day were brought in by 
the head men, and a portion of the laborérs 
received their wages. It wasa lively hour. 
The lord of the hacienda is de facto, if not 
de jure, lord of his laborers. He had a prison 
in the hacienda, into which he puts them 
without ceremony,if he thinks it to their ben- 
efit. Whenthe office work is completed, 
Tejira, or his administrator, holds a short 
court for dispensing small loans, doles of In- 
dian corn, or advice, or medicine for the sick ; 
for grarfting licenses for marrying, christen- 
ing or other festivities, for settling disputes, 
and for all such matters as may naturally 
arise among a community of 400 or 500 oe 
ple. Atlastthe day’s accounts were, bal- 
anced, the office closed, and we all adjourned 
to the large reception room where Senor and 
Senora Tejira Lage te and sang till supper 
was announced, about 9 o’clock. This over, 
the ladies retired, and the gentlemen in- 
dulged in cigars, and in singing to the ac- 
companiment of a guitar. 

The house arrangements were these: Aft 
whatever hour you rose you found chocolate 
and animmense basket of buns and sweet 
cakes in the dining-room. 4A painfully elab- 
orate midday dinner was Served about noon, 
and repeated again in the evening at 9. 

Tye Tepenacasco hacienda estates is some 
tweftv miles long, witha varying width of 
from five to eight miles, and contains some 
40,000 acres. ‘The houseis a large one-storied 
building with two inner courts. On two 
blank walis of the principal court, round 
which there ran a handsome corridor, are 
two large fresco paintings, one representing 
St. James’ palace with the guards inthe 
dress of George IIL, the other was easily 
recognized as the garden front of old Eaton 
Hall, Cheshire. The outer court had a euri- 
ously tiled water-tank, and the surround- 
ing buildings were devoted to cheese-mak- 
ing, butter and dairy work, under the su- 
perintendence of Don Daniel, the handsome 
man who enlivened us after dinner and sup- 
per with his guitar and his songs. Outside 
the private dwelling are the fire-proof gran- 
aries and sheds. Night and day a sentry is 
stationed on the flat roof, on the lockout-for 
fire and robbers, and the large double en- 


if the doorkeeper leaves his post. All the 
windows have strong iron gratings over 
them, after the Spanish fashion. 

Under tne Spanish rule this hacienda was 
magnificently decorated and furnished. It 
} was loote | several times during the war of 
independence, and down to so late a period 
as the Presidency of Porfirio Diaz. It has 
been heavily fined, both in cattle and money, 
iy successive revolutions, and the remnants 
of the gorgeous furniture, frescoed walls, 
can opied beds and broken couches ber mel- 
ancholy testimony to its once magnificent 
condition. 

The estate {s chiefly in grass, cattle and 
dairy produce being its main sources of rev- 
enue. There are annually sent to market 
$12,000 worth of cheese, $4,000 wortn of but- 
ter, and 15,000 bushels of indian corn, 1,000 
bushels of barley and 1,000 bushels of wheat 
are the average yearly produce of the 
ploughed land. Pulque to the value of $1,250 
is made from the magueys to be drank on 
the estate, The cattle on th@estate are: 834 
mileh cows, 180 heifers for breeding, 986 
calves, yearlings and oxen; 163 mules for 
carts and ploughing, 19 mares, 17 horses, 200 
pigs and 50 shéep for the use of the table. 
[he estate contains 10 large dams or reser- 


voirs for collecting water for irrigat- 
ing purposes, which cover ‘a space 
of 200 acres in addition to which 


there is the Lake of Zupitlan, formed 
by a wall embankment a mile in length, and 
shared in 7 two neighboring haciendas, 
The estate boasts of a celebrated spring, 
San Dionisio, visieed by Humboldt during his 
stay in New Spain. He calls it the best 
water in America. The water which flows 
from it belongs to the hacienda seventy 
hours in the week; the rest of the time it is 
diverted to two neighboring villages, the 
rights of each party being vigilantly 
guarded. 
There are 100 able-bodied men and boys 
employed on the farm; these are directed by 
amajor-domo, assisted by .three captains. 
There are twenty herdsmen, each accom- 
panied by a boy, who attend the cattle day 
and night, and there is an aguador, or water- 
man, who attends to the dams and water 
works. ‘The major-domo, the captains and 
the overlookers always ride on horseback, 
this being one of the honors apper 
their dignified position. 
It was very interesting ten days; the 
weather was perfect, the air dry, the sun 
not too hot, and occasionally clouded. The 
time was — If there was any drawback, 
it was from the 200 hogs which were yarded 
up every nig just outside our bed-room 
window,and if they were not let out at an ear- 
hour their music disturbed our slumbres, 
In order that they might be counted a small 
wicket only in the double doors was opened 
for them to pass through, one or, at most, 
two, at a time; the struggles and Me gag 
were awful—first out first served. There 
were long renee of whey ready for their 
breakfast in a distant yard, before the herds- 
a precarious living, or sleep away the day. 
All the priocipal granaries or 
trojes, were inscribed with titles or decorated 
with saints, and had ons entablatures 
over their rtals. Under the beltry and 
over the main entrance of the hacienda the 
inscription was:

(In has retirement and solitude I enjoy the 
treasure of peace.) 

Some old member of the Lh oy family lit- 
tle knew, when he put up the above, how 
many times his property would be looted and 
ravaged during the wars of independence. 
lhe cottages for the laborers were in @ 
long row, at some distance from the main 
buildings. Each family had one room, some 
fourteen feet square. There was a stone for 
a fire-place in the corner, but no chimney, no 
windows. The family slept on mats on the 
bare ground. In the daytime they lived 
mostly in theopen air. A good stream of 
dashing water tn front of their doors

Having gone 
through the usual ceremony of drink- 
ing coffee and _ refusing cigarettes, I 
was ushered into another apartment, 
and there was introduced to an undoubted 
wife of the Pasha—a white slave (speaking 
comparatively) purchased at Stamboul.

THE HUMAN TUMBLER. 


The Mysterious of Somersaults Ex- 
plained by an Expert. 
From the New York Morning Journal. 


‘More people go into tumbling than into 
any other line of circus business,” said a 

rformer, a brawny, big-limbed lusty fel- 
ow, standing in the dressing-room of Bar- 
num’s show. He had just vaulted over five 
elephants, and was brushing the sawdust 
from his knees. ‘‘An ordinary tumbler gets 
$35 a week; an extraordinary one, $50. A 
leaper who isable to turn a double, back 
spiral corkscrew pirouette over four elephants 
on the Zround, and one elephant in mid-air, 
standing on a tub, may command $75 a week, 
which is increased to $100 when he does a 
trapeze act.” 

**How does one learn the business?” 

“I will tell you how I learned it. My ex- 
perience, in part, is that of many. When I 
was a green country boy I dropped corn for 
six centsa day and sold wild. blackberries 
for three cents a quart to get money to go to 
acircus with. I looked forward to the show 
for four months; talked about it dayvtimes 


and wiped up most of the sawdust with me. 
The clown lifted meoff. When I came to 
my senses the clown was bending over me. 
I was in the dressing-room just as I am 
how.” 

“‘tHfe’sa plucky chap,” said a@ man in. 
tights. A half dozen other tights and 
spangles said I was a plucky fellow, and 
then the first man asked me to travel with 
him. Il had made arrangements to go to sea 
with the captain ofacanal boat. I broke 
my romantic engagement with the captain, 
and when the circus left town I went away, 
covered with plasters, in the band wagon. 

“The man said he would take me as an 
apprentice tor four years. This is the reg- 
ular time to serve atthe present day. Some- 
times circuses take apprentices. Sometimes 
performers take them. The conditions are 
the same, Circus actors invariably begin to 
learn their art when children. It is useless 
forany one totry to become a performer 
after he has grownup. I never knew such 
aone tosucceed. My teacher and patron 
gave me my board and clothes, some spend- 
ing some money, many whippings, and when 
Ihad become a little proficient drew my 
salary along with his own. I practised an 
houraday. Longer practice is hurtful. I 
first learned to balance myself on “44 hands ; 
then to turna back somersauilt, it being an 
easier somersault thanafront one. Then 
in turn I learned flip-flaps, hand-springs, 
forward somersaults, rows of forward som; 
ersaults, backward somersaults in rows, 
progressive and retrogressive flip-flaps, and 
at last the round-off flip-flap and twister 
combined. This feat belongs to cross-tumb!l- 
ing, the most difficult kind. Not every per- 
former does it. A _ fiip-flap is turned by 
throwing yourself on your handson the 
very spot your feet werea moment before 
and then springing toanupright position. 
To throw yourself on your hands a yard or 
so from where you stand is a ‘lob-gob.” On- 
ly amateurs doit. A professional can turn 
twenty-four flip-flaps in succession ona 
space inches square. 

‘** It took me two years to learn the 
routine of tumbling and five years to become 
proficient. I never lost practice fora single 
day. In winter I performeu my feats every 
afternoon in the cireus barn.”’ 

‘‘Is it hard to turn a somersault over. five 
elephants?” 

‘* It requires great nerve and entire self- 
econfklence. If a man loses his self-con- 
fidence be will never do it. Sometimes we 
fail because we do not strike the spring- 
board right; semetimes because we do not 
take the right step. I never knew of any 
accident to a tumbler more serious than a 
sprain or the breaking of hisarm. I have 
noticed that short men make better artists 
than tall ones, and that alertness is a great- 
er requisite than strength. When the men 
run down the spring-board the least skillful 
tumbler always comes first, a less skillful 
second, and so on; the best tumbler comes

Nearly all the paste comes from 
France, as it can be produced much cheaper 
there than here. ‘ive-sixths of the paste 
sold under various names would not deceive 
achild. Itis bought and sold by the quart, 
one might almost. say, for a mere song, and 
looks like just what it is—glass, and often 
bad glass at that. Now look at this,” andas 
he spoke the dealer held out at arm’s length 
with a pair of dividers what appeared to be 
afine two-carat brilliant, just a shade off 
color.

* Are there different kinds of single som- 
ersaults ? 

‘‘We have four. They are called divers, 
tucks, twisters and pirouettes. Lhe first ts, 
excepting the-plourette, the most difficult. 
In performing it the tumbler projects his 
body at full length into tleair like a diver, 
and does not turn till almost over the cush- 
ion. In the second he leaps straight up 
from the springboard, he gathers himself up 
like a ball and goes over at once. In a 
twister he turns his bedy ig such fashion 
that he alichts with his face toward the 
springboard. Ina pirouette he twists him- 
self twice as much as ili a twister.’ 

‘Do you think of any interesting fact con- 
nected with your profession ?”
